CRIMINAL TO OWN 


A DRINK IN IDAHO

Moscow, Idaho,

2.— Idaho’s 


I ew statue making it a crime for any 
jerson to have liquor in his possess­ 
ion is to be tested for constitutional­ 
l y in the U. S. Supreme Court. The 
high court’s decision may have im­ 
portant bearing on 
the 
nationwide 
battle of the wets and drys. 
The dis­ 
trict and supreme courts 
of 
Idaho 
have declared the law constitutional. 
The wets say the law is unconsti­ 
tutional; because section XIV of the 
federal constitution says “no state 
Shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or im­ 
munities of citizens of 
the 
United 
States, nor shall any state deprive 
any person of life, liberty or proper­ 
ty without due process of law, nor 
deny to any person within its juris­ 
diction the equal protection of the 
law.’ 
The Idaho Supreme Court upheld 
the law on the theory that “the leg- 
j lature is supreme and can denounce 
ss a crime the possession of whiskey 


i ’ in its judgment such denudation 
I) essential to the health, morale and 
sifety of the public.’ 
Should the U. S. Court deciare con­ 
stitutional this law prohibiting the 
possession of liquor by individuals in 
prohibition territory, the drys are 
expected to make capital of it in all 
wet territory, and to seek a national 
law like the one in Idaho. 
Should 
the law finally be declared unconsti­ 
tutional, the wets are expected to do 
the talking. 
The test case revolves around the 
arrest and conviction of Ed Crane, a 
Moscow laboring man, on the charge 
of having a bottle of whiskey in his 
possession. 
Crane is in jail. 
The only intoxicating liquor any­ 
one may own in Idaho is a limited 
amount of alcohol, held under strict 
regulations by druggists for medici­ 
nal purposes; and sacramental wine 
possessed by clergymen.
